1. Reference B, which my colleague* in Saigon helped to prepare, 
answers some of the questions you raised (In Reference A) with respect 
to Mr. Fried's sources and the Identity of the aUeged defector on whose 
account of the Communists' handling of US prisoners Fried's story is 
ultimately based. From additional correspondence with our Station, we 
have learned that the defector (or Chleu Hoi) In question rallied at least 
two years ago. Hence, regardless of when Mr. Fried obtained the ln- 
y formation on which his story was based, the Information Itself (even if 
true) would have been more than two years old.
